Chapter 1. Gedney-Wright Family 


1. WILLIAM 1 Gedney was born about 1782-83 in England, 2 3 died 21 August 1859, age 76, in Lebanon, 
St. Clair County, Illinois,’ and is buried with his wife in College Hill Cemetery there. 4 5 He married 13 
February 1804 in Cowbit, Lincolnshire, England, REBECCA WRIGITT.’ She was born about 1783-84 
in England, 6 7 and died 23 July 1861 at age 78. 

In 1841 William and Rebecca were living in Brother House, Cowbit Parish, Lincolnshire, with 
their three youngest children, Benjamin, Ann, and Emma. 8 

The following year several family members emigrated on the Ship Oakland XX., which put to 
sea 25 April 1842 and arrived in New Orleans almost three months later 21 June 1842. On board were 
136 people (of whom at least four died in transit), including: 

* William Gedney, age 60, farmer;

and son-in-law William Flint (Mary’s husband), age 25, coachman. 

The party may have included John Wright (age 21), who appeared between newlyweds Mary 
and William Flint in the passenger list and might have been a relative of Rebecca’s. The Gedneys were 
headed for St. Louis, the Flints for Missouri, and young Wright for Michigan. 9 The family members 
were young and not known to be prosperous, so it is plausible to speculate that William Sr. bankrolled 
the expedition. 

Four older children—Sarah (Gedney) Sims, Rebecca (Gedney) Green, John Gedney, and 
Elizabeth (Gedney) (Frost) (Flint) Eastwood—are known to have emigrated but not specifically when 
or how. 


On 11 July 1842—surely very soon after the family arrived in St. Clair County—William 
bought 40 acres from James and Elizabeth M. Riggin for $500, the NW quarter of the NE quarter of 
Section 9, T2N R6W. John Gedney was a witness. 10 Fie was not aboard the Oakland, so he probably 
arrived earlier and scouted out the land. 

On 1 August 1844, a William Gedney of St. Clair County received a patent for 80 acres of land 
just across the county line in Madison County (T3N R6W Section 35, SE NE and NE SE). n 

On 10 October 1846, William bought 44 front feet on the north side of Main Street in Lebanon 
(the east half of lots 32 and 37 in block 6) from John Godlieb Kratzsch for $304. 12 

On 14 May 1847, William and Rebecca borrowed $200 from the township’s common school 
fund and pledged their 40 acres in Section 9 as security for their repayment at 8 percent annual interest; 
the mortgage was satisfied 27 February 1852. Rebecca signed the deed by mark. 11

In 1850 William and Rebecca were living in Lebanon with Emma; he reportedly owned $1100 
in real estate. 14 

On 10 October 1857 William borrowed $100 from son-in-law John Lord, due in a year; by 2 
November 1864 the sum owed was $153.41, the largest single debt William owed following his death. 
William’s personal estate was appraised at $79; most of its value was in three bedsteads, beds, and 
bedding, and a “bugy.” 15 His real estate in Lebanon’s Sublette Addition—Lots 5-7 in Block 4, and lots 
3 and 12 in Block 8—brought in $1,087. At William’s death, son-in-law George Flint owed him $100, 
son John Gedney $107, and son-in-law William Flint $500. 16

married 7 June 1837 in Cowbit JOHN GREEN. 

4. iii. JOHN 2 Gedney was born 26 October 1808, baptized 28 October 1808 in Cowbit, and died 
January 1863 in St. Clair County, Illinois. He married 30 April 1834 in Crowland ELIZABETH 
Wilson. 

5. iv. ELIZABETH 2 Gedney was born 21 April 1811 in Cowbit and may have died before 1870. TK She 
married first before 1844 WILLIAM FROST, married second 15 December 1852 in St. Clair County 
GEORGE Flint, and married third 5 June 1860 in St. Clair County as his XXth wife JOSHUA 
Eastwood. 

v. ANN 2 GEDNEY was born 27 June 1813 in Cowbit 17 and apparently died before 1828 when her 
given name was reused.

vii. WILLIAM 2 Gedney was baptized 27 July 1817 in Cowbit 18 and apparently died before 1822 when 
his given name was reused. 

viii. JAMES 2 Gedney was baptized 16 January 1820, may have died young. 19 A James Gedney 
married Dec 1850 in Spalding District, according to freebmd.rootsweb.com. Not mentioned in father 
William's will 20 January 1858. 

7. ix. WILLIAM 2 Gedney was baptized 2 June 1822 in Cowbit and died probably 10 August 1910. He 
married first 28 May 1846 in St. Clair County JULIA BARTON. He married second 24 June 1860 as her

second husband MARYANN (LORD) THORNTON. He married third as her second husband 
Elizabeth (Frazee) Sowers. 


8. x. BENJAMIN 2 GEDNEY was baptized 6 December 1824 in Cowbit 20 and died before 21 August 1859 
“without issue.” 21 In 1842, age 17, he came to New Orleans with the family on the ship Oakland. 22 
On 25 December 1849 he loaned Henry Moore $25 and Moore gave as security his five acres in the 
SE quarter of Section 18, T2N R6W. Henry and wife Angelene both signed by mark. 23 Benjamin has 
not been located in 1850. Father William bequeathed him a lot in Lebanon, a bedstead, bedding, and 
three good chairs. 24 

9. xi. ANN 2 GEDNEY was born 27 June 1828, baptized 25 July 1828 in Spalding, Lincolnshire and died 
24 August 1878. She married 23 January 1850 in Trenton, Clinton County, Illinois, JOHN A. LORD. 

10. xii. EMMA 2 GEDNEY was baptized 26 or 28 July 1832, Cowbit 25 and died probably before 20 January 
1858, when her father did not name her in his will. 26 She married 13 May 1855 in St. Clair County 
THOMAS Coke WEEDEN, 27 who was born 1824 or 1825 probably in New York and died March 
1902 in Minneapolis, Hennepin County, Minnesota, where he is buried in Lakewood Cemetery, in 
Section 4, Lot 59. 28 Thomas married second in St. Clair County 19 June 1858 Mary Ann Johnson. 29 

Emma emigrated at age 10 with her family on the Oakland in 1842. 30 She was living with her parents 
in Lebanon in 1850. 31 When McKendree College began publishing a twice-monthly periodical in July 
1847, Thomas was recruited as a student printer from his apprenticeship on the Carrollton, Greene 
County, Illinois, Gazette. He traveled by stage from Carrollton to Alton, downriver by boat to St. 
Louis, and by stage east to Lebanon. “At first he ‘laid’ the cases and set up type in Dr. Goheen’s 
office on the Public Square in Lebanon. But as soon as practicable, a building for the special use of 
the college paper was erected.” The “Printing Office,” as it was called, also printed graduates’ 
diplomas. In 1850 Weeden was a printer in Lebanon, enrolled in the college’s preparatory 
department, and 32 enumerated in two different households with fellow printers David Robberts and 
A. V. Gates, not far from the Gedney household including 18-year-old Emma. 33 In 1880 he was still

a printer; he and Mary were at 216 Second Avenue North in Minneapolis in an apparent boarding 
house, along with four “adopted” children. 34 In 1900 Weeden was a landlord in Minneapolis, aged 
75, a widower reported to have been married 45 years 35 - obviously a misunderstanding of the census 
enumerator’s question, but indirect confirmation that he was the man who married Emma in 1855.

An earlier marriage for 
either? EMF is in a picture with a “Sally Sims.”) George was born about 1807 in England. ’ 8 Sarah Sims 
was named in father William’s will. 39 Sarah’s husband is likely the George Sims who married second 3 
March 1847 in St. Clair County Maria Warren, 40 who was likely born in Illinois about 1822. TK 

In 1850 George was a wagonmaker who owned real estate worth at least $1100. 41 In 1852 he 
bought land in T2N R6W from John Gedney and wife. 42

Chapter 3. Gedney-Green Family 


3. REBECCA 2 Gedney ( William ? ) was baptized 1 March 1807 in Cowbit, 45 died after 19 March 
1863. 44 She m. 7 June 1837 in Cowbit JOHN GREEN “of Pinchbeck.” 45 John was born likely before 
1819. 46 They were alive and evidently residing in the area 19 March 1863 when Henry Horner stated 
in a sworn deposition, “I think there is also another daughter named Rebecca Green. I have seen her 
but am not much acquainted with her.” 

In 1850, searching on Reb* Gre* born 1807 in England, partial matches: 

in Morgan County, Illinois, J. and E. Green both born that year and place, but with children 
18, 13, and 10 all born in Illinois (Elizabeth and Joseph in 1860, so not likely); and 

in Washtenaw County, Michigan, George and Rebecca Green with children indicating 
migration about 1833-1837 (also present 1860). Find A Grave #78,645,366 suggests no relation. 

Same search in 1860 produces partial matches: 

In St. Louis, Independent Cities, Missouri, Aliot Greene of right age and birthplace with 
apparent son William age 11 born Missouri. 

As Rebecca Green she was named in her father’s 1858 will. Their children, if any, have not 
been identified.

Chapter 4. Gedney-Wilson Family 


4. JOHN 2 GEDNEY ( William ? ) was bom 26 October 1808, baptized 28 October 1808 in Cowbit, 47 died 
January 1863 in St. Clair County, Illinois. 48 He married 30 April 1834 in Crowland, Lincolnshire, 
England, ELIZABETH WILSON of Crowland. 49 She was born about 1815-1816 in England, 3 " and died 
likely 14 April 1900 in St. Clair County, age 85. 31 

In 1836 John was a fisherman in Crowland. 52 He and his family almost certainly came to the 
U.S. in 1837 or 1838. 53 He became active in local real estate: 

* 28 May 1847, buying lots 2 and 3 in Sublitt’s addition west of Lebanon’s public square for 
$30 from Daniel and Jerusha Potter of Jackson County, Iowa. 54 

* 23 February 1848, buying lot 25 in block 5 on the west side of Lebanon’s public square 
from Fielder Power for $250. 55 

* 12 May 1852, selling land in T2N R6W to likely brother-in-law George J. Sims. 56 

* 23 April 1853, selling land in Lebanon to future son-in-law Charles W. Meyer. 57 

In 1850, John was a grocer in Lebanon. 58 In 1860 he was 50-year-old laborer, with $1000 
personal property and $300 real estate. John Gedney, age 13 born Illinois, was in the household. 59 
He seems likely to be a nephew, the son of John’s younger brother William who was enumerated 
twice.

As a widow, Elizabeth in 1866 was likely the woman who bought Lebanon lots from son-in- 
law Charles W. Meyer. 60 She has not been found in 1870XX, but in 1880 she headed a Lebanon 
household consisting of grandchildren age 15, 10, and 7 (see below under #XX Rebecca). 61

England produced: John Gedney aged 24 was tried in Lincolnshire at Michaelmas 1834 and 
sentenced to imprisonment then, per Ancestry’s England & Wales, Criminal Registers, 1791-1892.

Chapter 5. Gedney-Frost-Flint-Eastwood Family 


5. ELIZABETH 2 Gedney (William 1 ) was born 21 April 1811 in Cowbit, 63 and probably died before 
1870, when her third husband married his fifth wife. 64 

She married first about April-June 1842 in Lincolnshire WILLIAM FROST, 65 who was born 
in England about 1812 and prob. died before 1852. In 1850 he was a laborer in St. Clair County’s 
District 3, when their household included three daughters. 66 

She married second 15 December 1852 in St. Clair County GEORGE FLINT, 67 who was born 
in England about 1812“ and died 3 September 1858 in Lebanon. 69 In 1850 he was farming with 
younger brother William and was reported age 41. 0 In 1857 George Flint bought some Lebanon lots 
from Henry Horner. 71 [No useful hits from a George Flint search on Ancestry’s immigration &travel 
records as b 1807-1817 England.] As of 1870 widow Elizabeth had not administered George’s estate, 
“and Letters Testamentary were not issued to her.” Brother William took over that task. 2 

She married third 5 June 1860 in St. Clair County, as his fourth wife, JOSHUA EASTWOOD. 1 
Joshua was born 10 August 1804 in “Wilson’s Row,” baptized 2 December 1804 in Houghton-le- 
Spring, Durham, England, 74 died 18 July 1876, and is buried in College Hill Cemetery, Lebanon, St. 
Clair County, Illinois. 75 Index entry for original “Proof of Death” record at Belleville Public Library 
EASTWOOD, Joshua (71y. 11m. 23d.) 18 Jul 1876 P. 306; NO. 1222 XX 

He was the son of Jno. Eastwood, “pitman” of Whitechurch, and Ann (Atkinson) Eastwood of 
Rippon.

Joshua married first 1 January 1828 in Durham, England, Martha Proudhoe.' She was born 
7 August 1803, baptized the 20 th in Eloughton-le-Spring, and died presumably prior to 1845, the 
daughter of farmer William of Ryton and Dorothy (Gardener) Proudhoe of Stanhope. ' 8 

Joshua married second in St. Clair County 17 February 1845 as her second husband Sarah 
Livsey. 79 She was born about 1804 in England. 80 More specifically, she was born 11 May 1804 and 
died 18 September 1852, her first husband being E. Iivesey. 81 

Joshua married third in St. Clair County as her second husband Mary Ann White 14 August 
1856 (license #4972). 82 

As stated above, Joshua married fourth as her third husband Elizabeth (Gedney) (Frost) Flint. 

Joshua may have married fifth in St. Clair County 5 February 1870 Sarah Twiss, 83 reportedly 
“a widow.. .from Carlyle” who outlived him “several months.” 84 

Joshua and family emigrated to Pennsylvania about 1833, and to Illinois about 1837. 86 

In 1850 Joshua Eastwood’s household was enumerated 28 August 1850 in “District 68,” very 
probably Looking Glass Township, Clinton County, with $1000 real estate. 86 His household was 
enumerated again on 3 December 1850 as a tailor in Belleville, St. Clair County. 8 Together the two 
versions of the household provide additional information and confirm a statement XXWHERE? that 
the family summered in the country and wintered in town. See table.

Significant inconsistencies between the two enumerations are in bold italics. As noted 
below, Dorothy married that fall and moved out. The second enumeration made little discrimination 
between the two blended families and labeled all children bom in Illinois. In the original ordering of 
the “summer” Clinton County listing, Ellis is listed with surname immediately above 7-year-old 
Sarah, who is not given a surname. By the usual convention she would be assumed to have the same 
surname as Ellis. “Lisby” is likely a garbled version of wife Sarah’s previous married name; again, by 
conventional arrangement she and Ellis would be outsiders of some kind enumerated after the 
family, likely children from wife Sarah’s previous marriage. 

In 1860 Joshua was a farmer in the Town of Lebanon, St. Clair County ($3000 personal 
property, $500 real estate) in a complex household. His apparent wife was 49-year-old Elizabeth 
(evidently not his wife as of the 1 June 1860 date of record, but the enumerator visited in September). 
The household included: 

* Martha N. Eastwood age 16, Benjamin Eastwood age 2 (likely Joshua’s two youngest siblings, 

[g] and [h] below), 

* Sarah Sutton (likely Joshua’s widowed daughter, [d] below) age 25, Elizabeth S. Sutton age 

2 , 

* Ellen J. Frost age 14, and Elizabeth A. Frost age 10 (likely daughters of Elizabeth with her 

first husband William Frost). Their sister Caroline had already married. 

In the same building a separate household consisted of Sophia Anders, age 46, born 
Mecklenburg, with $100 real estate, and apparent son Charles age 11A 

Following information unless cited otherwise from a manuscript by Allyson Monroe Tilton, a 
descendant, shared with the author in 2003, based on research but not footnoted. 

Children of Joshua and Martha (Proudhoe) Eastwood were: 

(a) Dorothy, baptized 28 June 1829 in Hetton-le-Spring, Durham, 89 who married 10 October 
1850 in Carlyle, Clinton County, Illinois, W. E. Ward 90 — as “Eli,” the family’s next-door neighbor. 91

(b) Mary Ann (bom 1833 in Pennsylvania), married 1 January 1856 Charles Beatty, 92 who was 
born 1832. He died in 1880 having apparently outlived his wife and all their children. 

(c) John William (born 1834 in Pennsylvania, d. Litchfield 5 December 1908). He married his 
stepsister Caroline Frost 25 June 1860, Q.V. 

(d) Sarah Ann (born 1837 in Minersville, Schuylkill County, Pennsylvania, died Clinton County 
1872—1874). She married first 7 December 1853 in Clinton County, Illinois, William Sutton. 93 After 
his death 5 October 1858 she married second after 1860 William Charles, who died 13 June 1871 in 
Clinton County. 

(e) Joseph Proudhoe (born 7 May 1838 in Belleville, St. Clair County, and died 16 in Litchfield, 
Montgomery County, September 1918), who married his stepsister Elizabeth Frost 28 May 1867, Q.V. 

(f) Elizabeth Ann (born Belleville, St. Clair County, 2 May 1840, and died St. Louis 31 July

She was born 6 February 1843, died 13 January 1915, and was buried in College Hill Cemetery, 
Lebanon, St. Clair County, Illinois. 97 

Probable child of Joshua and Mary Ann (White) Eastwood: 

(h) Benjamin Wesley (born 10 December 1857 in Carlyle, Clinton County, Illinois, died 
Lakewood Township 23 May 1929, 98 and buried at Mound Cemetery, Cowden, Shelby County). He 
married 26 or 30 March 1881 in Montgomery County, Martha A. Brannon. 99 

Or was there more than one Elizabeth? Did she martyr in England??? Not obviously on the 
Oakland; very late first marriage. 

Unfortunately Joshua has not been found in the 1870 census. 

Joshua Eastwood bought over 450 acres of land over an 18-year period in Looking Glass 
Township, Clinton County (Township 1 North and part of Township 1 South , Range 5 West of the 3 rd 
Principal Meridian):

This proximity gives some plausibility to the family claim that they spent part of the year on the farm 
and part in Belleville. 101 

Joshua may well have sold some of these; deeds have not yet been examined. His land sales 
might tell a lot about who he was married to at the time.

Chapter 6. Gedney-Flint Family 


6. MARY 2 GEDNEY ( William’) was bom 15 June 1815, 102 baptized 20 June 1815 Cowbit, Lincolnshire, 
England, 1 "’ and died of “acute dysentery” 14 November 1898, aged 83 years, 4 months, 29 days. 1 " 4 
She married 21 March 1842 in Cowbit coachman WILLIAM FLINT. 1 " 5 He was born 14 December 1816 
in Rutlandshire, England; 106 baptized 21 December 1816 in Long Bennington, Lincolnshire, son of 
George and Ruth Flint; 10 ' and died 21 March 1878 in St. Clair. 108 When he was two years old the family 
received two shillings in relief from the Overseers of the Poor in Long Bennington, who then called 
on the Parish of Teigh in the County of Rutland to assume responsibility for the family. 1 " 9 A month 
after their marriage, Mary and William emigrated to the U.S. with her family on the ship Oakland. 11 " 

William declared his intention to be a citizen in 1866. 111 

William Flint’s long controversy with the Sproule estate and its agents may have been resolved 
with a pair of deeds 11 September 1869 that need to be consulted. 112 The story in William’s own words 
in August 1869 (transcriber’s punctuation and capitalization corrected for readability): 

Twenty-three years ago this spring, I went to the house of Messrs. Sproule and Keys in St. Louis 
on the Levee who were doing a wholesale merchandizing business. I inquired of Keys where 
Sproule was. Mr. Keys said that Mr. Sproule had gone to Europe in Ireland. I told Keys that I wanted 
to buy the land that Sproule had in Looking Glass Prairie in [St. Clair County]. He then said he, 
Keys, could sell as he had a power of attorney. 

We then made a trade for the land. I was to give him two hundred and fifty dollars for the land, it 
being the West half of the Northwest quarter, Section 4, Township No. 2 N, R6W, St. Clair Co., 
Illinois. I then gave my note for said two hundred and fifty dollars due and payable two years after 
date with 6 per cent interest thereon from date. Mr. Keys then gave me a bond or agreement. At 
the time this trade was made I paid the interest in advance in the sum of fifteen dollars and got a 
receipt therefor. Keys then told me to take possession of the said lands which I did four or five days 
afterwards. 

The land was then open prairie and no improvement thereon whatever, with a great many gulleys. 
The land next adjoining my tract of land . .. sold, two years after that time, at two hundred and fifty 
dollars, the tract being 80 acres and the general price of land at that time such as mine was from 
2-5 dollars per acre in that neighborhood. [Flint paid about $6.]

The next year I went to see Mr. Keys and asked him to extend the time, to which he consented . . 

. . In 1849 I went again and paid to Keys fifteen dollars interest for which he gave me a receipt. 
When this last payment was made I told Mr. Keys that I wanted to lift the note and get my deed. 
He told me Mr. Sproule was dead, he had power of attorney of the heirs of Sproule that were of 
age, that there were also minor heirs, and he didn’t know what he could do in their case, he either 
had to get an order of court or authority from Ireland. He would therefore let me know as quick as 
he could settle this business. 

This was some time before the note was due. I had some money myself and had made 
arrangements with Mr. Bradsley, a neighbor of mine, who was then a wealthy man, to let me have 
the balance necessary to pay said note when due. Bradsley told me to come and get the money 
when I wanted it. 

Next year in 1850 I saw Mr. Keys again, who told me that nothing as yet was done, that he would 
write me as soon as he could, and I then again paid him fifteen dollars interest for which he gave 
me a receipt. 

Next year in 1851 I went again to the place of Mr. Keys who was then gone. A gentleman in the 
house told me that Keys had gone to California, but that one Mr. Buchanan was attending to his, 
Keys’s, business. I went then to Mr. Buchanan and asked him if he had Keys’s business. He said, 
yes he had, he had power of attorney. Mr. Buchanan then showed to me my note together with the 
back deeds and a copy of the bond for my land. These were all in his possession. I paid then to 
Mr. Buchanan’s clerk at the request of Mr. Buchanan fifteen dollars interest for which the clerk gave 
this receipt... and I told Mr. Buchanan that I wanted to life the note and get my deed. He said then 
that he would call Mr. Keys’s special attention to it and write me as soon as he could. 

Next year in 1852 I went again to Mr. Buchanan, [who] showed me my note and said it was due, 
why not pay it? I told him I wanted to pay it and I asked him if he had authority to make the deed. 
Just at that moment an old gentleman present stepped up to Buchanan and told him, “George, this 
note belongs to the Sproule estate and Keys has not got authority from the minor heirs of Sproule 
to make the deed yet.” Buchanan then said let it be until fall when Keys comes. I told him that I 
wished he would write to Mr. Keys. He said he would, and write to me as soon as he should get 
information. I paid fifteen dollars interest in the presence of Buchanan to his clerk for which his clerk 
gave me this receipt. 

Next year in 1853 I went again to Mr. Buchanan’s store where I found him before and he was not 
there, the store being empty. I made inquiries for Buchanan and was told to go to Edward Barry 
who could tell me all about Buchanan and I think they said there that Buchanan was dead. I then 
went to Barry. When I saw Barry I recognized him as being the same old gentleman who in the 
previous year stepped up to Buchanan and told him that this was Sproule’s note. He knew me at 
first sight and asked me if I was hunting for Buchanan and told me that he was Buchanan’s father 
in law. I then asked him if he had anything to do with Mr. Keys’s business. He said he had, and that 
he was looking for Mr. Keys home, that he had heard from him. I also asked him if he had authority 
to take this interest. He said, yes he had, showed me no papers, but had a good deal of Keys’s 
business, where upon I paid him fifteen dollars interest and took the receipt. I also told him that I 
was very anxious to have this business settled. He told me he would write and let me know but 
neither he nor any of the former ones had ever written to me. 

Next year in 1854 I went again to Barry (Keys had not then come) and paid him fifteen dollars 
interest for which he gave me a receipt, and I urged Barry then to hurry the matter up. 

Next year in 1855 I went again to Barry. Keys had not then come, still looking for him. He also 
stated, ‘I never seen the note after Buchanan had it as I stated before.’ I then paid fifteen dollars 
interest to Barry for which he gave me a receipt. 



Next year in 1856 I went again to Barry. Keys had not then come. Barry was looking for him and I 
asked him if he still had authority to do business for Keys. He said he had considerable business 
and was in constant communication with Keys. I then paid him fifteen dollars interest for which he 
gave me a receipt. 

In 1857 I found Barry again. Keys had not yet come. I paid Barry fifteen dollars interest for which 
he gave me a receipt. 

In 1858 I again found Barry. Keys had not then come. I paid Barry fifteen dollars interest for which 
he gave me a receipt. I again told Barry that I was very impatient to have this matter settled. 

In 1859 I went again to Barry as usual. I asked him if Mr. Keys had come. Barry said he had not 
come and that all this time Keys had been in California as Barry said. I asked him if he had any 
information from him. He said, nothing except in the last letter he said he would soon come and 
then I paid to Barry fifteen dollars interest for which he gave me receipt. I again told him that I was 
anxious to get this thing settled, and he answered that he would write as soon as he would get any 
information. 

In 1860 I went again to Barry and asked him if Keys had come and he said he had not. . . He had 
written to him and the he, Keys, had not answered his last letter. I asked him then if he was still 
acting for him, he said yes, he still had business of Mr. Keys’s, mine and others. I then paid him 
fifteen dollars interest and he gave me a receipt. . . . 

In 1861 I again went to see Barry to the place of which he gave me the direction and the house 
was empty. I inquired next door and I was there told that they had only been living there for two 
months and that the house in which Barry used to live was empty when they came and that they 
didn’t know him and I was then directed to go to the Lindell Hotel to the man who had the renting 
of the house, but did not find him. 

I then went home and heard no more from anyone until April 1868 when a gentleman came to my 
house and asked me if I knew George Keys. I said I did and would be very glad to see him, and he 
told me then that he was a brother of Keys and had just come from California and that he was 
around inquiring after the unsettled business of Sproules Estate, and that he understood that he 
had some unsettled business with that estate, whereupon I asked him if he was prepared to settle 
it. He said he was not. He was getting information and that someone in Belleville would be 
appointed to settle it, he also asked to see my papers and I showed him my papers. He then asked 
for pen and paper and copied some of the papers and I asked him how soon it would be settled. 
He said he couldn’t tell. There was property in this state, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, and it would 
be settled soon. He also told me not to be uneasy, that the case was a straightforward one and that 
everything was in the same condition as this, and that I might rest assured there would be no 
trouble about it. I showed him all my receipts, also the bond or agreement made. I also showed 
him the land and he again told me that I should have no trouble and that his brother was in California 
well and hearty and getting old. He also said that he couldn’t take the money and ... it would serve 
him better to wait till harvest. 

I was twelve years in improving the lands and it is now all improved and in cultivation. There is now 
on it a comfortable dwelling frame house which was built soon after I got it and improved afterwards. 
There is also on it two stables, two granaries, two corn cribs, buggy house and wagon shed, two 
wells, a large orchard - all these improvements going on from 1848 up to 1860, principally, which 
improvements are now worth about five thousand dollars exclusive of the lands and that I was 
always willing and ready and I am still willing and ready to pay what is due on the note. The first 
two years after I bought it Keys paid the taxes and from that time on I was all the time paying the 
taxes on the lands. The taxes during the last years were from $40 to $50 per year and previous to 
that they were a little less. I paid the taxes for twenty years. 



As a co-signer of a $100 note George borrowed from the T2N R6W school trustees 28 March 
1853, William undertook the task of executor in 1870 after George’s remarried widow Elizabeth had 
let it lie for twelve years. 113 

In 1875 William Flint, soon to be Horatio Nelson’s father-in-law, sold him land in Section 29 
of T2N R6W. 114 Later that year he and Mary sold land in the same area to McKendree College. 115

7. WILLIAM 2 Gedney ( William’) was born 29 May 1822 in England, 120 baptized 2 June 1822, 
Cowbit, 121 died in St. Clair County 10 August 1910, 122 and is buried there in College Hill Cemetery, 
Lebanon. 12 ’ 

William married first 28 May 1846 in St. Clair County, Illinois, JULIA R. BARTON. 124 She was 
born about 1830 in St. Clair County 12 ’ and died in Nebraska in 1858. 126 Potential father candidates in 
1840 are Louis Barton in his 20s with 2F 5-10, Hugh Barton in his 30s with 2F 5-10 and 2F 10-15, on 
p. 316 lines 1 and 2, M704_70, and John “Parton,” p. 329, IF 10-15. All were in the “north half’ of 
St. Clair. 

William married second 24 June 1860 in Clinton County, Illinois, as her second husband 

MARY Ann (Lord) THORNTON. 12 Likely the daughter of Edward and Rebecca (_) Lord, and 

sister of John A. Lord who married William’s younger sister Ann (#10 below), she was born about 
1821 in England and emigrated with family on the ship Washington , arriving 16 April 1845 in New 
Orleans. 128 She married first in Clinton County 25 December 1845 Elimeck Thornton. 129 They have 
not been found in the 1850 census. 

William married third about 1891 as her second husband ELIZABETH (FRAZEE) SOWERS. 
This marriage record has not been found, but in 1900 she was living with William in his son James’s 
household and they had each been married 9 years. William’s third wife was born April 1834 in Ohio, 
mother of five children, four living. 130 Interestingly, the mother of William’s daughter-in-law Hattie 
(Sowers) Gedney was born 17 September 1836 in Ohio, came to Kansas before 1910, and lived with 
Hattie and Charles W. for ten years until her death in 1920 - and was survived by four children. 1 ’ 1 It 
may be that William’s third marriage ended before his death. In 1910 no Elizabeth was present in 
Lebanon and William was “widowed.” 1 ’ 2 In 1910 “Elizabeth Sowers,” age 77, born Ohio, having had 
7 children, 4 living, was living in her son William’s household in Menlo, Thomas County, Kansas, and 
was likewise described as widowed. 13 ’ If this identification is correct, Elizabeth was both Charles W.’s

mother-in-law and his stepmother. Another complication: the Sowers father apparently was alive as 
late as 1894, when “Sam Sowers, of Girard [Hattie’s brother], is in the city [Weir] visiting his father 
Wm. Sowers.” 134 

In 1841, William was a servant in the James Harwood household, Back Gate, Cowbit. 135 He 
emigrated with his parents and siblings in 1842 on the Oakland. 136 As William “Jr.,” he and Julia sold 
80 acres to William Barton 21 February 1849 (the north halves of the NW quarters of sections 18 and 
29 in T2N R6W) for $150. 11 They were still living not far from William and Mary Flint in 1850, in 
"District No. 3" of St. Clair Co., and he had attended school in the past year. 138 In 1851 the family 
moved to Iowa and in 1856 were living there in Gallands Grove, Shelby County. 1 ’ 6 They went on west 
and “built the first white man’s house where Omaha, Neb., now stands, to be used as an Indian trading 
post.” After his wife’s death in 1858 he returned home to Lebanon. 14 " 

In 1860 William’s household included Mary Ann and seven apparent Thornton children: John 
(age 12, born Illinois), Rebecca (11, Illinois), and Edward (6, Illinois); plus John (12, Illinois), James 
(10, Illinois), Amanda (8, Missouri), and May (6, Missouri). The last four children, called Thorntons, 
were actually William’s Gedney children with Julia. He had no real estate and only $100 in personal 

141 

property. 

In 1880 William was a butcher in Lebanon with sons Charles and William. A Thornton 
daughter in the household, Rebecca, was evidently married to Joseph Stag, an “iron moulder.” 142 They 
were reportedly married in St. Clair County 2 April 1879. 143 

In 1897 William was living in Pittsburg, Crawford County, Kansas, visiting a son in Weir City 
and other relatives in Calhoun County, Missouri. 144 Later that year “Mrs. Wm. Gedney, of Pittsburg, 
is visiting her daughter, Mrs. C. W. Gedney, of this city [Weir].” 143

December 1849 he loaned Henry Moore $25 and Moore gave as security his five acres in the SE 
quarter of Section 18, T2N R6W. Henry and wife Angelene both signed by mark. 149 Benjamin has 
not been located in 1850. In 18XX, father William bequeathed him a lot in Lebanon, a bedstead, 
bedding, and three good chairs. 150

9. Ann 2 Gedney ( William r ) was bom 27 June 1828 131 in England, baptized 25 July 1828, Spalding, 
Lincolnshire, 152 died 24 August 1878 (age 50 years, 1 month, 27 days), and is buried in Trenton 
Cemetery, Trenton, Clinton County, Illinois. 15 ’ She married 23 January 1850 in St. Clair County (others 
claim Trenton) JOHN A. LORD. 154 He was born about 1822 in England, 155 baptized in Pinchbeck, 

Lincolnshire, England, 13 November 1821, the son of Edward and Rebecca (_) Lord, 156 and is 

likely the man of that name who was reportedly born 12 November 1821, died 18 March 1878 at 56y 
4m 6d, and is buried in Trenton Cemetery, Trenton, Clinton County, Illinois. 137 

Ann emigrated with her family on the ship Oakland, arriving 21 June 1842 in New Orleans. 138 
John emigrated with family on the ship Washington , arriving 16 April 1845 in New Orleans. 159 In 1850 
the newly married couple were living with John’s family in the American Bottom. The household also 
included at least two siblings, Charles and Rebecca, who also appeared as passengers on the 
Washington . 1<so In 1860 they were living near Carlyle in Clinton County, where he had $300 personal 
property and $600 in real estate. 161 The family has not been found in 1870 and had disappeared as a 
unit in 1880 (the parents having died in the late 1870s), when neither Cornelius nor Rebecca are seen. 

As a major creditor of William Gedney’s estate, John Lord acted as executor. 162

Chapter 10. Gedney- Weeden Family 


10. EMMA 2 Gedney was baptized 26 or 28 July 1832, Cowbit 166 and died probably before 20 January 1858, 
when her father did not name her in his will. 167 She married 13 May 1855 in St. Clair County THOMAS COKE 
WEEDEN, 168 who was born 1824 or 1825 probably in New York and died March 1902 in Minneapolis, 
Hennepin County, Minnesota, where he is buried in Lakewood Cemetery, in Section 4, Lot 59. 169 Thomas 
married second in St. Clair County 19 June 1858 Mary Ann Johnson. 170 

Emma emigrated at age 10 with her family on the Oakland in 1842. 171 She was living with her parents 
in Lebanon in 1850. 172 

When McKendree College began publishing a twice-monthly periodical in July 1847, Thomas was 
recruited as a student printer from his apprenticeship on the Carrollton, Greene County, Illinois, Gazette. He 
traveled by stage from Carrollton to Alton, downriver by boat to St. Louis, and by stage east to Lebanon. “At 
first he ‘laid’ the cases and set up type in Dr. Goheen’s office on the Public Square in Lebanon. But as soon as 
practicable, a building for the special use of the college paper was erected.” The “Printing Office,” as it was 
called, also printed graduates’ diplomas. 

In 1850 Weeden was a printer in Lebanon, enrolled in the college’s preparatory department, and 173 
enumerated in two different households with fellow printers David Robberts and A. V. Gates, not far from the 
Gedney household including 18-year-old Emma. 174 

In 1880 he was still a printer; he and Mary were at 216 Second Avenue North in Minneapolis in an 
apparent boarding house, along with four “adopted” children. 175 In 1900 Weeden was a landlord in 
Minneapolis, aged 75, a widower reportedly married 45 years 176 — obviously a misunderstanding of the census 
enumerator’s question, but indirect confirmation that he was the man who married Emma in 1855.

12. SARAH 3 G. “Sallie” Sims (Sarah Gednejj 2 , William'') was bom in Lebanon, St. Clair County, 28 
October 1844, died in St. Louis 14 January 1929, and was buried in lot 5014, Bellefontaine Cemetery 
there. 179 She was a dressmaker and did not marry. 

In 1850 she was living at home with father and stepmother. Her whereabouts for the next 23 
years are unknown, but she was part of the extended family. She appears as “Sally Sims (cousin?)” in 
a labeled family picture with two similar-aged first cousins, the sisters Mary and Edith Flint — all young 
women so at least 1865 and perhaps 1870. 180 XX MCKENDREE? 

She is not listed in St. Louis directories for 1870, 1871, or 1872. In 1873, Sally G. Sims, 
dressmaker, appeared in St. Louis, boarding at 1725 Morgan, and in 1875 boarding at 905 Gratiot. In 
1876 she settled at 2606 Olive Street, where she remained until about 1891. 11,1 In 1889 other occupants 
at this address were: 

George B. Graff, a clerk at H. & L. Chase; 

Helen Graff, “notions” in both residential and business classified; 

John A. Graff, secretary of the Mary Foster Mining Co., 205 N. 4 th ; 

Wilson W. Walton, cashier at the Sprague delicatessen; and 

Kate Walton, widow of William M. Walton. 1,92 

It would appear that the building had at least three apartments, possibly five or more (since 
the thoroughness of the Ancestry search for “2606 Olive” [exact] in the keyword category cannot 
easily be determined). 

In 1885 occupants besides Sallie were: George and Helen Graff with same occupations; John 
A. Graff (indexed as Gruff), deputy collector U.S. Internal Revenue (p. 462 col. 1); and Harry M. 
Davis (indexed as Davie), clerk, U.S. Assay Office (p. 304 col. 1). 

In 1882 occupants besides Sallie were: George and Helen Graff with same occupations; John 
A. Graff, buyer (p. 457 col. 1); William T. Gardner, cashier at Singer Manufacturing Co. (p. 424, col. 
2); and Hettie L. Ward, widow of Carlos, who was boarding there (p. 1186, col. 1). 

On 17 August 1892 Mrs. J. G. Flint and Mrs. S. M. Irwin and Mrs. J. Gouge hosted a picnic 
supper in Decatur, Illinois, in honor of “Miss Sallie Simms, of St. Louis.” Her visit there extended

13. REBECCA 3 Gedney (Jo/j/7 2 , William 7 ) was born 4 March 1836, 185 baptized in Crowland Parish, 
Lincolnshire, 17 March 1836, 186 died 18 December 1921, 18 and is likely buried in College Hi ll 
Cemetery, Lebanon, St. Clair County, Illinois. 188 She married first 23 November 1852 in St. Clair 
County, Illinois, CHARLES WERNER MEYER. 189 He was born 22 February 1829 190 or 22 September 
1830 in Germany, 191 and died 25 November 1872 at the county poor farm in Belleville, St. Clair 
County. 192 According to Rebecca many years later, “He had taken sick at East St. Louis, and was sent 
to the County Poor Farm without us knowing about it. . . . he went to find work a short time before 
he took sick and died. He was a drinking man.” 193 

She married second as Iris second wife 26 September 1877 in St. Clair County ELIJAH 
ALEXANDER UZELL. 194 He was born about 1828 in Tennessee and died 2 January 1881 in Madison 
County, Illinois, of “bilious urine.” 195 One long-time acquaintance: “Mrs. Meyer was a woman who 
had stood well here in town [Lebanon] and she just married Uzzel for a home - there was no love on 
her part for him.” 19 ' 1 Rebecca said years later, “I had not been used to farm life and I stayed with my 
mother a part of the time and would go back and forth to the farm, where Mr. Uzell lived all the time 
from our marriage, and the last year he lived, I was on the farm all the time.” 197

A woman who knew Rebecca prior to marriage said much later, “I know Meyer was a pretty 
smart man and was considered a good catch, although he was a drinking man. . . . they were never 
separated or divorced .... I know though that she had a terrible time, as any woman will who marries 
a drinking man.” 198 A long-time acquaintance had Charles Meyer as a schoolteacher before the Civil 
War - “a mighty smart man, but he drank a great deal. ... he got to be a public charge and was sent 
to the County Farm. He had rheumatic trouble and was all broken to pieces.” 199 

In 1853 Charles bought land in Lebanon from father-in-law John Gedney. 2 " 0 In 1866 he sold 
land in Lebanon to Elizabeth Gedney, likely his mother-in-law. 201 He served as 2nd Lieutenant in 
Company H, 24 th Illinois Infantry, from 17 June to 8 July, and as 1 st Lieutenant until he resigned due 
to a heart condition (“hydrops pericardi”) 19 November 1861. 202 

In 1860 Charles and Rebecca were in Clinton County with two children. In 1870 they were in 
East St. Louis with five. He was an attorney both years. 2 " 1 Thomas Morris, later a St. Louis lawyer, 
met Meyer before 1870, “when I was foreman of the air chambers of the construction of Eads Bridge. 
... I met Meyer in East St. Louis, the back side of Hell, in Conways saloon on Missouri Ave., ... I 
learned that Meyer was a good lawyer.” 204 A Lebanon acquaintance: “He was a smart man and a pretty 
fair lawyer, but he let whiskey get the best of him. ... he just got so low down I guess she couldn’t 
support him. They were poor people.” 205 

Following his death in 1872, in 1880 the family fragmented. Grandmother Elizabeth was in 
Lebanon looking after grandchildren Charles, Maud, and Maggie. 206 Meanwhile Rebecca was a 
seamstress in St. Louis with daughter Kate. 20 In 1882 Rebecca was living on Chestnut Street between 
11 th and 12 th streets in St. Louis with daughters “Maud, Alice, and Margarette.” 208 Identified as 
Charles’s widow, in 1889 she was at 2020 Olive in St. Louis, and in 1904 at 4222A Easton Avenue. 209 
[not found 1882 on Fold3 which has more directories but v. slow interface]

Chapter 14. Caroline Frost-John Eastwood Family 


14. CAROLINE G. 3 Frost (Elizabeth Gedney, 2 William 7 ) was bom about 1844 in England, 218 possibly 10 
June, died 22 September 1892. 219 She married 25 June 1860 in St. Clair County, possibly as his second 
wife, her stepbrother JOHN WILLIAM EASTWOOD. 22 " He was born about 1834 in Pennsylvania and 
died 5 December 1908 in Litchfield, Montgomery County, Illinois. 221 He likely married first 10 March 
1857 Elizabeth Lelogur (Lelogue?) in Clinton County, Illinois. 222 

Caroline and John were in St. Clair County 12 July 1870 when they were summoned to a probate 
court session on the sale of real estate. 223 In late 1879 or early 1880 they moved to Jefferson 
Township, Shelby County, Missouri. 224 

The family’s story is rather terrible. Edith (Flint) Thrall outlined it in a letter to her daughter 
Edith Laura Thrall written Sunday morning 15 July 1894 from Lebanon, St. Clair County, Illinois: 

We have a visitor here for the last three days that has interested me not a little. It is a young girl a 
few months older than you [Edith L. was born XX 1874]. Her name is Mary Easterwood [sic]. She 
is from Clarence, Mo. She is very pretty and so gentle and grave I wondered at first why it could 
be that the child of such [a] roystering mother was so opposite, but after she told me something of 
her history I did not wonder. She has been the patient nurse of her brother, mother, and two 
sisters all now dead and for four years has been speaking low and stepping softly for fear of 
disturbing the sick one. Just think, the years you have spent in college she has spent shut up 
amid pain and suffering. Her own health is failing and she is here trying to gather strength to go 
back and take [care] of her one remaining sister who they say cannot live till spring. She is quite a 
fair musician and told me that sometimes in the summer evening when her mother and brother 
were so low she would play for them it seemed to soothe them. “By and by Willie would go to 
sleep & Mother would get so quiet” and some way she herself would seem rested. 225

239 In 1900 the 
remainder of the family was in Litchfield, Montgomery County: widowed Joseph, Sophronia, Winston, 
and Alfred. The two sons were “poultry dressers,” Joseph had no stated occupation. 24 " In 1910 Joseph 
was living with his sister Martha Monroe near the homes of daughters Sophronia Calcott and Priscilla 
Steele.

18. EDITH Marie 3 Flint (Mary Gednejr, William 1 ) was bom 16 February 1845 in St. Clair County, 
died 10 November 1898, Lebanon, St. Clair County, “aged 53 years, 8 months and 24 days.” She 
married 29 September 1873 271 “at the old Flint home one mile east of Lebanon” LEONIDAS WORTHY 
THRALL. He was born 21 February 1850 in Bone Gap, Edwards County, Illinois, son of Worthy and 
Hannah (James) Thrall. He married second 27 December 1900 Emily Jones. 272 

Edith reportedly was “converted to God” when a little girl at a camp-meeting “on old Shiloh 
Camp ground.” 27 ’ She “entered McKendree college as a senior in 1869, and graduated the following 
June. She was a leader in the organization of the Clionian literary society [founding president, CHMC 
311]. ... an active worker in all departments of church work and temperance lines. . . . She leaves an 
aged mother, five brothers, husband, one daughter and four sons. Within less than three years a 
brother and an only sister preceded her.” 274 Her church activities included the Epworth League, 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. “For over two 
years she conducted a Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society department in the Vandalia District 
Advocate.” 275 She was the second woman to receive a degree from McKendree, the first to do so after 
enrolling in classes. Edith’s future husband’s sister Carrie Hannah Thrall was one of first nine women 
who enrolled in the fall of 1869. 276 

“Before entering McKendree College, Leonidas attended the academy of the Northwestern 
University at Evanston, Illinois; and before his graduation he taught a school for colored children at 
Lebanon. He completed the classical course and received the degree of A. B. in June, 1872 In 1875 he 
was granted the degree of A. M., and in 1895 his Alma Mater honored him with the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity. After his graduation he entered the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church and was 
received into full connection in the Southern Illinois Conference in 1874. After a few years of work 
in this conference he was transferred to Kansas, and served the churches at Hartford, Columbus, and 
Independence, Kansas. He then returned to Illinois in 1879 and served in turn the following charges: 
Ashley, Grayville, Metropolis, Salem, Greenville, Lebanon, and Flora. For six years beginning 1893 
hye was presiding elder of the Vandalia District, making his home first at Salem and later at Lebanon, 
that his children might more conveniently attend college. While in Hartford, Kansas, he served as 
president of the Hartford Collegiate Institute of that city. He once served as financial agent for 
McKendree College, and was a member of the Board of Trustees for thirty years. He was a delegate 
to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, which convened at Cleveland in 1896; 
and again to the one in Chicago in 1900. It has been truly said of Dr. Thrall that he was one of the 
ablest pulpit orators in the Methodist Church, and he was known throughout Southern Illinois as a 
public speaker at Memorial Day exercises. Fourth of July celebrations, and educational meetings.” 277

George graduated from McKendree College in Lebanon with a B. S. in 1872, in the same 
class as his future brother-in-law Leonidas W. Thrall. 288 In 1870 Ann was attending Almira College 
in Greenville, Bond County. 281 ’ In 1880 George was a widowed “lumberman” living with brothers 
James and Samuel in Mt. Olive, Macoupin County, Illinois. 29 " In 1881 he was still a lumber merchant 
there. 291 In 1895 he was ‘ ‘of Litchfield” when he visited his brother James (“J. J.”) in Decatur. 292 

The following year the family moved to a farm 2 V 2 miles from Raymond. Annie wrote in 
the spring of 1896, “George has not had an idle day since we commenced to move. . . . We have a 
small house here but the kitchen is the largest we have had since leaving our old Greenville home. 
We have some garden and potatoes in and George finished putting in twelve acres of oats to-day so 
if the season is favorable will have something coming in after while. I feel so much encouraged since 
coming here for I know that with good health we can make a living and I hope something more.”

It is between 7 and 
8 miles to their place — We are 2 V 2 miles from town [Raymond?]. I have not been there so you see I 
don’t gad about much, [para.] Of course there is plenty work to keep one busy and the season has 
been so late that we have little to show for all we have done - Friday George finished planting corn 
40 acres - but of course that is all in the future. Last year he had the same when the floods came and 
destroyed almost half of it and greatly damaged the remainder. This year it may be the drouth. We 
know not. We are need ing rain now - I am trying to get a start in the poultry line but of course our 
getting here late hindered some and cannot do much this year but hope for better luck another 
season. We have a splendid cow and she is doingm ore toward a living than anything else at present. 
George has put out a small orchard and a number of blackberries and Rasberries and we hope in 
time to receive some benefit, [para.] I am glad your Children have such good school advantages - I 
have never felt since we left Le. [Lebanon?] that Earl would ever have the opportunities I so much 
desired for him as for Louise I do not dare to let myself think of how little the future may hold for 
her — There is a school house directly across the road from us here — I presume like the majority of 
country schools they employ a new teacher every year and usually about 15 years behind times. . . . 
[para.] It is very warm here. Louise and papa are asleep so the house is very quiet. We have no way 
to go to church this summer so the Sundays will seem long to us. . . . George has just woke up and 
is proposing a walk but I think it most too hot however I must quit and get out in the breeze. Don’t 
know when this will get posted we don’t get to town only about once a week.” 29 ’ 

In 1900 and 1910 the family was farming in Zanesville Township, Montgomery County. 294 In 
1910 George earned some extra income as the local census enumerator. 295 Annie inherited 160 acres 
in Zanesville Township from her father in 1906. 299 On 19 November 1900, “G. W. Flint et al.” lost a 
cas e at law (assumpsit) in Macon County Court, with damag e s ass e ss e d at $1579.10 plus court 
costs. 2 ^ In November 1922 both brother John W. Flint and cousin Jesse I. Gedney visited in 
Raymond.

County, Missouri, the daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth (_) Robertson, and died 17 February 

1924 in Madison. In the spring of 1850 her father left their Kentucky home to seek gold in California 
but did not survive the journey. Her mother moved to Illinois about 1854 and married Haynes T. 
Woods of St. Clair County;""’ she died 28 November 1889 in Alton, Madison County, Illinois. 304 

John joined the Methodist Episcopal Church at a revival when he was seven years old. He 
entered McKendree College in 1867 but due to intermptions for farm work and teaching, did not 
graduate until 1874 as valedictorian.

In 1880 Alice V. Woods, an 19-year-old unmarried “sister-in-law” born in Illinois to a father 
born in Illinois and mother born in Missouri, was living in the household—probably a half-sister-in- 
law, child of John’s mother-in-law’s second marriage (see above). 314 Alice married in 1890 Alvin B. 
Chambers; 313 he died 31 May 1892; 316 she died 10 January 1902. 31 Both were buried at Union 
Cemetery, Sparta, Randolph County. 

In 1905 John W. Flint bought a lot in Lebanon from George W. Gerking and wife 318 (parents 
of John’s first cousin by marriage, Gertrude (Gerking) Thrall). In 1900 the family was living on Main 
Street in Salem, Marion County. 319 In 1910 they were in Lawrenceville, Lawrence County, where 
daughter Alice was teaching school. 32 "

21. JAMES Gedney 3 Flint (Maty Gedney 2 , William') was bom 18 March 1850 on a farm near Lebanon, 
St. Clair County, and died of bronchial asthma, pneumonia, and heart trouble 7 September 1927 in 
Decatur, Macon County, Illinois. 322 He married 14 March 1877 in Shiloh, St. Clair County, FRANCES 
“FANNIE” Luticia Robbins. She was born 29 December 1854 in southern Illinois, 321 the daughter 
of George W. and Martha A. (McKay) Robbins. 324 She died 7 December 1934 in Decatur. 125 Her father 
was reportedly “one of the early day preachers in Jefferson County.” Siblings named in 1918, when 
sister Ellen E. Robbins died, were Mrs. Laura Erhart of Lorain, Ohio, Miss Anna Robbins of Orlando, 
Florida, and brothers. R. B. Robbins of Tampa, Florida, J. C. Robbins of Eva, Missouri, and John W. 
Robbins of O’Fallon, St. Clair County, Illinois. 326 {NOTE: his probate is #7437, Frances’s is #9215} 

In September 1927 James was reported to have lived in Decatur 35 years and 9 months, placing 
his arrival there about January 1892. 32 

On 17 August 1892 Mrs. J. G. Flint and Mrs. S. M. Irwin and Mrs. J. Gouge hosted a picnic 
supper in honor of “Miss Sallie Simms, of St. Louis.” 328 

“J. G. Flint” was reported as one of the largest stockholders ($11,000) in a teetering Milwaukee 
bank, the Commercial, in the summer of 1893. 329 

Later that summer J. G. went to Lebanon to visit his parents (?), and Mrs. Flint went to Mt. 
Vernon to visit hers. 330 

“J. G. Flint, Ph.G. of Irwin’s chemical works,” gave a talk on practical chemistry at the YMCA 
in February 1894. He analyzed water from various wells in Decatur. 1 ' 1

In November 1897, “Faught and Flint, the manufacturing chemists,” moved from their start 
in the basement of the Millikin block to a room at 226 W. Wood. “Their business has grown to such 
an extent that it was necessary for them to seek larger quarters.” 332 

In April 1898, E. W. Wood bought an interest in “Flint and Faught, manufacturing 
pharmicists,” and Faught retired. “The new firm . .. will manufacture physicians supplies and a general 
line of pharmaceutical supplies,” with “two and probably three men on the road.” 333 

In 1900, Wood and Flint was assessed at $220; J. G. Flint himself at $80, E. W. Wood at $80, 
and other businesses in the thousands. 334 

In “June 1890” - probably June 1900 - E. W. Wood bought out J. G. Flint, retaining him as 
head of the laboratory department, including the preparation of manufactured products. 335 

On 19 February 1901, James filed for bankruptcy, with liabilities of $4288.75 and assets of 

$280. 336 


As of 15 March 1902, James was superintendent of the manufacturing department of the E. 
W. Wood Manufacturing Pharmacy. 3 ’ 7 

In August 1904, E. W. Wood sold out to J. G. Flint and J. W. Eaton. Eaton had been associated 
with the Decatur Extract works. The new firm was to incorporate and enlarge the plant.” 8 

At the quarterly conference held at First Methodist Church, J. G. Flint was elected to both the 
temperance and the church extension committees. 339 

In February 1905 Flint, Eaton, & Co. advertised for “a steam boiler of 10 to 15 H.P.; must be 
horizontal and in good condition.”’ 40 

In April 1905 they advertised free samples of “our new blight-killer sufficient to treat one 
dozen” pear trees/’ 41

George took an interest in the county coroner nomination on the Republican ticket for 1916. 355 
He did not win the primary. 356 

The company planned an expansion; eight salesmen and their territories (Ohio to Iowa) 
named. 357 

In the spring of 1917 they moved from “their old stand in East Main street to their newly 
acquired property in North Franklin street.” 358 

The company enjoyed increased sales despite higher prices for raw materials, shipping 
difficulties, and a decrease in passenger trains making it difficult for salesmen to cover their territories. 
“Autos for Salesmen” were discussed. 359 

[Somewhere in here, pre-1919, George switched over to the Presbyterian Church.] 

George R. Flint was appointed city treasurer 1 May 1919. 360 He was elected to the board of 
directors of a national organization of pharmaceutical chemists in June. ’ 61 In November 1921 he was 
appointed to head a city committee on unemployment. As committee head he encouraged fast- 
tracking public works to create jobs: “Property owners should waive objections to public 
improvements that are proposed in Decatur as a patriotic duty, just as they considered it their patriotic 
duty to subscribe for bonds during the war.” 362 The committee was disbanded the following May. 363 

He was elected vice president of the American Pharmaceutical Association in 1922. 364 

In the 1930s George served on Decatur’s Fire and Police Commission.

“Flint Eaton” in Decatur 1895-1965 produces 1183 hits, of which the first is their 1904 
incorporation after buying out Wood. Papers filed with circuit clerk, gives #of shares. 

In 1880 they were living in Mt. Olive, Macoupin County, with James’s brothers George and 
Samuel; James was a druggist. 365 

“Always interested in religious matters, Mr. Flint [ ] studied for the ministry. Later he took a 
position in a drug store in Lebanon, and seven months later he went into business for himself, 
establishing the first dmg store in Mt. Olive, Ill. After three years in the dmg business he took a two- 
year course in the St. Louis College of Pharmacy, graduating with the highest honors of his class in 
1882. Mr. Flint attended McKendree College for three years, leaving at the end of his junior year. 
Moving to Smithboro [Bond County], Ill., he spent four years in commercial business and served as 
president of the Smithboro Prospecting and Mining company, which he organized. The next year he 
traveled as a detail man for Myer Bros. Wholesale Dmg company of St. Louis and then started the 
chemical laboratory for the same company, conducting the laboratory for three and a half years. All 
the time he was gaining practical experience. He originated many chemical formulas, among them that 
for the manufacture of gun cotton. Trade magazines solicited this essays on technical subjects, in some 
of which he was recognized authority. Mr. Flint founded the present company in February, 1897, in a 
small basement room under the National Bank of Decatur. Within six months the business had 
outgrown its quarters and he moved to the 200 block West Wood street. After two years he again had 
need for more room and moved to the 200 block West Main street. Four years later the firm moved 
to the northwest corner of Main and Franklin streets, moving to the present quarters in April, 1917. 
The business has grown tremendously. The first location had 225 square feet of floor space. The 
present location has 18,000 square feet.” 366 

Smithboro Prospecting and Mining Company was on the Illinois Secretary of State’s list of 
Mining corporations chartered between 1 October 1884 and 30 September 1886. 367

Flint’s VP in this operation was a NY native who lived in Smithboro 1877-1890, Lewis S. 
Brooks, who was interested in “the mining of coal, being vice-president of the Smithboro Prospecting 
& Mining Company, which operated a large tract of coal lands, having contracts for the coal used by 
the Vandalia system during the superintendency of the late Colonel Hill.” 368 An unsourced writing 
states that Henry Hedrick Smith (1833-1917) bought 800 acres of land from the Illinois Central 
Railroad and gave a right-of-way to the Vandalia Railroad, which built the Henderson RR station on 
his land. In 1870 he became proprietor and in 1871 postmaster of the Village of Smithborough (later 
Smithboro), attempting to bring in or start businesses. One was the SP&MC, “owned by Henry and 
4 others.” Prior to his wife’s 1908 death he donated their 20-room home to the Southern Illinois

A decade after his passing, the Flint-Eaton company established the “James G. Flint 
scholarship” of $500 a year for graduate research work in the University of Illinois College of 
Pharmacy “in developing new drug and medicinal preparations.” 371

He arrived in Decatur in 1891 as “Prof. J. G. Flint, late of Meyer Bros.’ laboratory of St. Louis,” 
to take “a position as chemist in the laboratory of Smith, Hubbard & Co.”’ 72 In 1896 he was living at 
1046 N. Church and employed as a chemist at Irwin, Kirkland & Co. This was a firm of 
“manufacturing pharmacists” at 128-132 W. William, in which the partners were Sylvester M. Irwin, 
John H. Kirkland, and Thomas C. Kirkland, 373 all of whom had ties to the extended Gedney 
descendants: James’s first cousin Harriet Lord (#34) married Sylvester, and James’s brother George 
(#20) married Ann E. Kirkland, sister of John and daughter of Thomas. 

Frances was “intensely interested in her church, the First Methodist, and for years taught a 
Sunday school class. She organized and conducted for more than 10 years a junior missionary society 
known as the Queen Esthers.” 374 In 1898, her sister Annie Robbins was a nurse in Manila, Philippines, 
and sent letters back: On duty in the surgical ward of a hospital with 1500 patients from 6:30 pm to 7 
am, she had “not had time to get about town much but what little I have seen is so different from 
anything I ever knew. The natives look so odd and all dress alike.” 37 ’ (In 1916 she was in “Porto Rico” 
- Fri. Jan 1917 p. 11 col 3.

22. MATTHEW Henry 3 Flint (Mary Gednejj 2 , William'') was born in Illinois perhaps November 
1853, 38 " and died of nephritis 10 June 1924 at 103 S. Flores, San Antonio, Bexar County, Texas, 
having reportedly lived in the city for six years. (The informant was his first cousin Milton Johnson 
of Wichita Falls. 381 ) He was buried in the family plot in College Hill Cemetery, Lebanon. ’ 82 

Evidently never married, Matthew Henry was a rolling stone. He attended the preparatory 
division of McKendree College in 1871-72, studying the classical course; older brothers James, John, 
and George were in the college/’ 8 ’ XX check other catalogues, Ancestry has 1848-74 with gaps; 
typical prep, ages? XX In 1880 he was likely the 26-year-old Henry Flint working on Samuel 
McCarroll’s farm in Larimer County, Colorado/’ 84 In 1895 he was in St. Louis. 385 He did spend some 
time in Illinois: in Lebanon 1898,’ 8<> and working and living with brother James and family in 
Decatur from 1899-to about 1907, helping to ship pharmaceuticals, 387 when he went west again. In 
1910 he was a farm laborer in Spokane County, Washington/’ 88 In 1912 in Valley Ford, Spokane 
County. 389 In 1920 he was probably the Henry F. Flint living at 610 Barrett Place in San Antonio, 
described as a farmer/’ 90 [not much in directories] 

According to one source, “for the past many years he has run a tmck farm near San 
Antonio.” 391

411 He may have 
been enumerated twice in 1860, first with his father (as John Thornton) and two months later with his 
uncle John (as John “Gidney”). 412 He married about 1868 ELIZABETH ALLEN. She was reportedly 
born in England October 1847, 413 but may be the Elizabeth Allen born 9 August, baptized 29 August 

1847 in London’s St. Pancras. If so her parents were James and Anne (_) Allen, then living on 

Stanhope Street. 414 She died 1921 in Colorado. 413 

In 1880 a “Lizzie Gedney” lived next door to Jesse and Mary (Gedney) Detty (John’s younger 
sister) in Henry County, Missouri; she was reportedly 32 years old, born in England, and had four 
children in the household. She was listed both as single and married. 416 This seems very likely to be 
John’s household. 

In 1900 John was a farmer and coal miner in Deer Creek Township, Henry County, Missouri; 
Elizabeth had had eight children, of whom five were living. 41 ' In 1910 he was a house carpenter in La 
Plata County, Colorado. 418 On 27 November 1912 he received a patent (homestead, #302421) for 160 
acres in La Plata County, contiguous (N SW & SW SW Sec. 14, NW NW Sec. 23, T34N R12W New 
Mexico Meridian). 419

vicinity, where he had a valuable ranch holdings. He was an honest man, upright in all his dealings, 
and will be greately missed by the community of which he was a part.” 

“Later Obitury by W. H. Detty 

“J. W. Gedney came to Henry County Missouri in 1867. He resided in Windsor for a few years 
and later removed to Calhoun where he took up the coal business south of Calhoun in mining what 
is known as the Gedney mines. There he toiled for a number of years successfully. It was there that 
he had the misfortune to have one of his lower limbs run over by a train which necessitated 
amputation. However after this misfortune, full of life and energy, he never stopped his active life, but 
if anything, tried harder. Being afflicated by the loss of one limb, he quit the coal business and went 
to farming. He was also a good carpenter and in connection with farming, he would do all lands of 
carpenter work, such as building houses and barns. Even with his afflication, he could climb a ladder 
or put as many shingles on a roof as anyone. He also took up the sawmill business in the neighborhood 
of Thrush and the good people of that community will be greatly grieved to hear of his death. He later 
bought and ran a threshing machine for a number of years. He was the best man in the County in that 
line at that time. While there were a good supply of machines in the County at that time [,] he was 
never idle. 

“He later quit farming, sold everything and moved to Lewis Station where he went to work 
for the Bowen Coal Company, now located at Windsor, Mo. At the time he first moved to Lewis, he 
was hoisting engineer and later did carpenter work for the same company. The last work he did was 
for the Bowen Coal Company out near Bowen, when he helped the company to locate. He had worked 
in this same coal in 1881 on the Col Shelton farm. 

“Having lost two of his daughters with that dreaded disease tuberculosis, he decided to move 
to Colorado. In 1901 he started for Durango, Col. He resided there for six years and then removed to 
Breen, Col., where he resided until his death. 

“Besides leaving a host of sorrowing friends in this country, he leaves a wife and two daughters 
and two sons in Colorado. He also leaves three brothers and one sister. They are James Gedney, 
building contractor, located in Lebanon, Illinois, W. N. Gedney, building contractor, Kansas City, 
Missouri, Chas Gedney carriage trimmer, Pittsburg, Kansas, Mrs J. D. Detty, Mound City, Kansas. He 
is gone but not forgotten.”

and Elisabeth (_) Burton, she was born in Lebanon 20 August 1849, died there 3 April 1917 of 

“volvulus in umbilical hernia” and nephritis, 429 and was buried in College Hill Cemetery there. 430 
[potential cousin of Ida Burton Hammen MCKH 326, b Trenton IL 28 Dec 1868, dau of John & 
Helen J. Burton, he being of English descent] 

Elizabeth was in her parents’ household in 1850, 431 but they were not found in 1860 - while 
an “adopted” Illinois-born ten-year-old of her name is with a Bacheler family in Galena. The adoptive 
mother is Mary, born in England. 4 ’ 2 (Other siblings??) [note: Henry remained in Galena area through 
1900, 1870 as Batchelor, 1880 with father-in-law Robert Snow, b. ENG, in household. Elizabeth does 
not appear in 1870. Mary Snow b 1830 does not appear in 1850, nor in ISMI.] 

In 1880 he was enumerated as “Jim Jedney” in Lebanon, where he was a carpenter. 433 In 1900 
the family lived in Lebanon with his father William and stepmother Elizabeth; James was a carpenter 
and building contractor; they had had six children, five living. 434 

“A prominent contractor in Lebanon for half a century,” he served as the town’s mayor and 
treasurer. 

He frequently visited daughter Cora Berry in “Livingstone,” Madison County, Illinois. 436 She, 
son Marian, and “Miss Vivian Gedney of St. Louis,” spent the 27-28 October weekend with him three 
weeks before his death. 437

Then for seven 
years as a registered pharmacist he held a position as prescription clerk in a dmg firm; but in 1894, he 
accepted a position as chemist in the laboratory of Irwin, Kirkland & Co., of Decatur, Illinois. He

519 She married 18 October 1876 in St. Clair County, Illinois, 
SYLVESTER MILTON Irwin, 520 who was born 27 October 1851 near Litchfield, Montgomery County, 
Illinois, and died 1 October 1916 in Decatur, Macon County, Illinois. 521 XXpossibly the son of Enoch 
or Elijah Irwin. 522 

Sylvester entered McKendree in the fall of 1870 and graduated with a B. S. in 1876 and M. S. 

524 After 
college, he reportedly spent 16 years as a pharmacist and 20 years as a manufacturing chemist. “He 
was for eighteen years office manager of the firm of Irwin, Neisler, & Co., Manufacturing 
Pharmacists,” and as of about 1912 he was “general manager of the Bushway Extract Company” of 
Decatur.

The hope 
was vain, however, the injured man passing away on the way .... The body was taken back to McCook, 
Neb., where he made his home. He is survived by a wife and one child, living in McCook. He also 
leaves an aged father in McCook. He was born near Clarence, Mo., but has lived for some time in 
Nebraska, where he made numerous friends.” 573 

He had recently moved from Oxford, Furnas and Harlan counties, Nebraska, to McCook, 
Red Willow County there, and reputedly owned property in McCook and land in Kansas. 574 

The Find A. Grave memorial for Montezuma B. Eastwood contains this “extract” from the 
McCook Tribune (McCook, Nebraska), 6 December 1907: “Brakeman M. B. Eastwood of this city was 
fatally injured at Akron, Colorado, Sunday evening about seven o'clock, losing both legs in the terrible 
accident. The freight train upon which he was brakeman had just arrived in Akron, and the train being 
too long was being switched onto sidings in two sections. In some way he fell or stumbled and the 
wheels passed over him. In an effort to secure the best possible medical attention in Denver, the 
injured man was at once started for that city but he died at Roggen. The remains were brought to 
McCook, where the family is located, on No, 2, Monday morning, for burial. 

“The dead man only recently moved here from Oxford and bought the W. E. Pence residence. He 
had only been braking on the main line a few weeks when called away in this tragic and sad manner. 
A wife, one little child, and an aged father survive him in our city, and are crushed by the tragedy. 
While comparative a new man to the local service, the dead man is well spoken of, and his wife has 
the tenderest and deepest sympathy of the community to which sorrows and bereavements are not 
unknown. The remains were shipped to Clarence, Missouri, his old home, Tuesday, and the funeral

619 ] Four of these 
years were at Lebanon where Dr. Thrall was a most acceptable preacher at the College Church. In 
1914 they moved to Wesley Church, Chicago. They also served at First Church, Chicago; Covenant 
Church, Evanston; and Dixon, in the Rock River Conference, and then transferred to Knoxville, 
Tennessee. At present [1928] they reside in Albion, Michigan, where Dr. Thrall is the pastor of the 
College Church. During the Centenary he was the manager of the Chicago campaign in which 
$3,200,000 were raised. He is also much in demand as a speaker at Epworth League Institutes and 
other young peoples’ assemblies.”

September 1902: “This quartette sang together for several years, not only on the Clio public programs, 
but also they rendered frequent service at funerals, conventions, and other occasions where good 
music as in demand.” 625 

William “entered McKendree in 1896. He was a member of McKendree Glee Club for three 
years, Plato Quartette one year, and was co-author, with James A. Finch, of ‘Plato Souvenir Catalog’ 
(1901). After graduation, he taught school in Arizona, later entering high school work in Illinois. He 
specialized in English in the Universities of Illinois and Chicago and received from the latter institution 
two advanced degrees (A. M., 1915; Ph. D., 1920). He was professor of English in McKendree from 
1909 to 1920, serving two years as librarian and five years as registrar. In 1920 he transferred to the 
University of North Carolina, where he now holds the rank of Professor. At present he is an advisory 
editor of ‘Studies in Philology,’ one of the leading technical magazines in its field. To this journal and 
to ‘Modern Philology’ and the ‘Manly Anniversary Studies in Philology and Literature’ he has 
contributed several technical papers on topics drawn from his field of special study, early Irish 
literature and church history.” 626 

No doubt his University of Chicago work was the occasion for the local note that “Prof. W. 
F. Thrall and family returned Tuesday [4 September 1917] from Chicago where they have been for 
the summer.” 62. In 1918 he was named to chair “a publicity committee to back a campaign for 
students” at McKendree. 628 In the spring of 1918 Enola’s mother “Mrs. Willard Keisling of Seebring 
[ ], Fla.,” visited her in Lebanon. 62 ”

55. Earl WINTERTON 4 Flint (George FlintMaty Gedney 2 , William') was bom 3 November 1885 in 
Greenville, Bond County, Illinois; 6 '’ 8 died 15 March 1964; and was buried at Elmwood Cemetery, 
Litchfield, Montgomery County, Illinois. 639 

His mother wrote in the spring of 1896 to sister-in-law Edith Flint Thrall, “We have been so 
busy for nearly two months that we have had little time for anything but work. George has not had 
an idle day since we commenced to move. We have all been well—though Earl complains sometimes 
with his old head ache attacks. Think he will outgrow them soon. He could not get interested in the 
school here so we allowed him to remain out as the school closes with this month and he would not 
lose much. He is quite a help to George at times.” 640 

Earl wrote his similar-age first cousin Hallie Thrall 18 June 1897: “As mamma was writing 
today I thought I would write too. Since I have moved out here on the farm [2 V 2 miles out of town 
according to his mother’s accompanying letter] I am busy most of the time. I have had to shell about 
three bushels of seed corn this spring. I have 3 acres of corn just large enough to cultivate which I 
think will make 50 bushel to the acre. There is a boy named Sharley Plain 13 year old living about half 
a quarter of a mile from here I will have to quit as it is getting dark.” 641 

In 1907 he visited in Raymond while living in Spokane, Spokane County, Washington, 642 where 
he was a clerk for the Northern Express Company at 801 Riverside, boarding at East 210 Third 
Avenue. 64 ’ By 1910 he was back home working on his father’s farm. 644 

In 1920 he and his father were farming in Zanesville Township, Montgomery County. 645 In 
1925 he was one of nine farmers who consigned a total fo 141 hogs for sale in St. Louis, shipping 
from Raymond. 646 In 1930 he had been living in Atwater but was enumerated in Raymond paying $6 
a month in rent and working as a laborer in a tile factory. 64 In 1932 he was riding in a horse-drawn 
buggy with two other men in Raymond when a car rammed them from behind, demolishing the buggy 
but leaving its passengers on the pavement with relatively minor injuries; Earl had three cracked ribs. 648 
In 1938 he was an officer in the Masonic lodge there. 649 In 1935 and 1940 he was living on Broad

(Funderburk) Johnson; died 1 June 1951, after a year’s heart ailment; and was buried at Elmwood 
Cemetery in Litchfield, Montgomery County. He served in World War I and was a member of the 
Raymond Christian Church. 654 

Her mother Annie Kirkland Flint described Marie Louise at age two in a letter as “a little 
rowdy. I made her a sunbonnet and she is never happier than when outside chasing around she is 
much more mischeifous [sic] than Earl and a little rattler to talk.” 655 

In 1917 Oscar was medium in height and build, with brown eyes and black hair, working for 
Raymond farmer Carl Hitchings. 656 He reportedly served 18 months in World War I, in the 327 th Field 
Artillery. 657 Twenty-five years later he was 5 feet 8 V 2 inches tall, weighed 195 pounds, with brown eyes 
and brown hair. Mrs. Henry Reener of South Chestnut in Litchfield (his mother) would always know 
his address. 65 ' 5 Reportedly Oscar’s father died when he was less than one year old, and he was raised 
in the household of his mother’s second husband, Henry Reener of Staunton. 659 

In 1920 Oscar and Marie were renting and farming in Zanesville Township. 660 He had eight 
years of schooling, Marie ten (including two years of high school). 661 In 1928 it was said that Marie 
and brother Earl had been managing father George’s farm near Raymond for some years prior to his 
death in 1926, and that it was “a large roomy house, lighted with gas, heated with hot water, and 
supplied with all modern conveniences. 662

During the summer of 1912 he was employed as lecturer for the National Lincoln 
Chautauqua System. He delivered addresses at one hundred and twenty Chautauquas in seven 
different states. Two of his most popular lectures are ‘Conservation of the People and the Rural 
Community’ and ‘Conservation of the Soil and Corn Culture.’ In 1913, he was elected to a position in 
the State Agricultural College at Amherst, Massachusetts, in charge of the department of Applied 
Sociology. For several years he has held a similar position in the University of Missouri.” 686 In 1945

61. ALICE I/ Flint (John W. Flint\ Maty Gednejj 2 , William 7 ) was bom 15 November 1889; 7 " 1 died 7 
January 1925 of being hit by the Duluth Limited train at a crossing four miles northwest of Madison, 
Dane County, Wisconsin; and was buried at Section 15, lot 34, Forest Hill Cemetery there. 704 She 
married reportedly 11 November 1912 in Chicago JOSEPH G. BLIED. 705 He was born 26 April 1887 
and died 26 June 1969, 70<> the son of John J. and Wilmenina (Schweinern) Blied. 

Joseph married second as her third husband 21 February 1939 in Dubuque, Dubuque County, 
Iowa, Mathilda Ivan, 117 who was born 22 July 1898 and died 3 April 1976. 08 The daughter of Lars and 
Bertha (Johnson) Ivan, she was born in Poynette, Columbia County, Wisconsin. 709 

In 1910 Alice was 20 years old and teaching in the public school in Lawrenceville, Lawrence 
County, Illinois. 710 Evidently a resident of Madison, she filed for divorce February 1918, alleging that 
“since their marriage in 1912, her husband, a catholic, has continually pestered her with criticisms of 
her protestant faith. The defendant maintains that Mrs. Blied has also made sarcastic remarks about 
his Catholicism.” 711 Alice was a stenographer for the state industrial commission. 12
